4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (considered as a whole) neither anticipates nor renders obvious a suction inlet 
unit or a vacuum cleaner having a suction inlet unit comprising a main body, a rotary 
cleaning body provided therein, a front suction inlet and an adjusting mechanism for 
adjusting a first part of a front wall section that forms the front suction inlet to control the 
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amount of forward protrusion of the rotary cleaning members through the front suction 
inlet, wherein the adjusting mechanism does not adjust at least a second part of the 
front wall section, the second part comprising a non-rotatable front end surface of a 
bumper in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth in the 
independent claims. The Examiner suggested including the term "front" when referring 
to the first and second parts of the front wall to define over similar apparatuses that may 
have a non-rotatable second part of a wall that is not actually a part of the front wall.
